PURPOSE i 

To advise that as a result cf the-^review ordered by you ofjcasea in 
which subjects were carried in the "Special Section cf the Security Index xne 
number re contended for continuance in the Special Section hag been reduced to 
151, and cf the 39 espionage subjects originally carried in the Special section 
only 39 are currently re contended for inclusion. To make certain recommendations - 
regarding further handling of m the Special Section,

lour memorandum to all Supervisors in the Espionage and Internal Security 
Sections, September 28, 1950, instructed that each Special Section case be reviewed 
by the Supervisor to whom it was assigned for the purpose of determining whether 
the subject v.'Cc properly included in the Security Ind^A dud oeuunuij, w:;«whtsr 
the subject, 11 so carried, v.-as properly included in the Special Section under the 
criteria set forth in the referenced memorandum, a copy of which is attached. This 
was done.

The Department has been asked for advice and rulings on the matter of 
handling U. S. Government Employees, Atomic Energy Employees, Foreign Government 
Employees and United Nations and other international organisation employees who 
should be considered for inclusion in the Security Index. Until such advice is 
received the persons properly falling within these categories will be retained in 
the Special Section. The reasons for removals of such subjects from the Special 
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Section during the course of the survey involved a change in status. Those 

• whose Security Index cards -were cancelled included the following. Acquisition v\ 
of diploaatic status,' departure fron United States, dangerousne33 no longer 

• exists. V.. 

ITith regard to the so-called prcoinent individuals, those who were 
removed from the Special Section were so handled because in the light of . 
current facts the/ could not be considered nationally prominent for reasons IA 
other than the very activities which justified their inclusion in the Security . 
Index. The exception to this: One prominent individual whose Security Index 
card was cancelled by reason of his current cooperation with the Bureau.

With regard to the individuals formerly carri'-d in the Special 
Section whose Security Index cards have been cancelled, you are advised (A 
that 3 have left the United States, 1 has been determined to be no longer 
dangerous and 1 has been determined to be not identical with the individual 
concerning when the espionage allegations were made. One died.

(1) It is recommended that those individuals who are to be removed / I 
from the Special Section be taken out of that Section as soon as reports (y> 

•suitable for distribution to the Department are received, and that instructions 
^concerning ths preparation of such reports be issued to the Field promptly, 

(2) It is- recommended that in the case of all subjects being maintained 

In the Special Section of the Security Index reports suitable for distribution / J 
be prepared in the Field be retained in the Bureau's files until such timo as \A 
the status of the subject is changed, and .that such invostigations.be brought 



up-to-date every six months by a summary type report suitable for distribution 
regardless of the number of investigative reports prepared in the Field 
concerning such subjects which are not prepared for distribution. 

(3) In order to have control of the subjects who are in the Special 
Section of the Security Index every Supervisor should be required to note ^ 
cn his assignment card the fact that the subject is in the Special Section 
of the Security Index and each time the case is reviewed on tickler ? tfhe 
Supervisor should reconsider the status of the subject in the Special 
Section and determine whether the subject should be so continued. 

(10 A separate list of all subjects in the Special Section of the 
Security Index broken down according to Field offices, which subjects are 
supervised by the Espionage Section, will be maintained in the Espionage 
Section. Additions and deletions to this list will be made at the tii£e they 
occur upon notif ication by the Internal Security Section. 

($) All additions or deletions from the Special Section of the Security 
Index will be handled by memorandum of request upon which the appropriate <A 
Supervisor in the Internal Security Section will endorse the date on which 
the change was made in the Special Section of the Security Index. 

(6) Upon receipt of advice from the Department regarding the handling . 
of U. S. Government Employees, Atomic Energy Employees, Foreign Government VA 
Employees and the United Nations and other international organization employees 
appropriate action should be taken in accordance with such instructions. 

(7) It is recommended that no individuals be maintained in the Special 
Section of the Security Index in the future under the category prominent 
individuals, and that immediate steps be taken to instruct the Field to ^ 
bring the investigations of such persons into such condition that there would V\ 
be no reasonable possibility of embarrassment to the Bureau by reason of the 
apprehension of such "prominent individuals," in the event of hostilities. 

It is further recommended that in 90 days the "prominent individuals" category 
in the Special Section of the Security Index be carefully reviewed for the 
purpose of eliminating as many as is possible.

PURPOSE: 

To provide for a review of all cases involving subjects 
currently in the Special Section of the Security Index for the purpose 
of determining whether or not they are properly included therein and 
to provide for instructions to be issued to the fieH to submit 
information in summary type reports suitable for distribution con- 
cerning these subjects, ■ • m 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS^ 

As you are aware, the Special Section of the Security Index 
contains the names of individuals who should be given special considera- 
tion as to the desirability of their apprehension in the^ event of 
hostilities. This Special Section is broken down into six categories 
as follows: 

Espionage Subjects 
Government Employees 
prominent individual- 
Atomic Energy Iknuioyoco 

Foreign Government Employees / 
United Nations Personnel 

Theie are over 200 names in the Special Section and since the 
Bureau will be taking the responsibility for allowing these People 
to be at large after the start of hostilities while separate considera- 
tion if giv« to the desirability of apprehending them, the investigative 
files regarding these subjects should be examined now, for the purpose 
of determining whether the national security might better be served 
• by including the names of various individuals now in the Special Section 
along with the others in the Security Index. 

. Each Supervisor should review those cases of individuals t 
assigned to hir wL are now in the Special Section of the Security Index 
to determine if they are properly included therein. At the conclusion 
of the review, each case should be the subject of * memorand ^ ik 
will indicate why the name should be deleted from the Special Section \A 
or why t** name should be continued in the Special Section. These 
memorandu will then be correlated by Supervisor » , Room 
and a summary memorandum of recommendations will be prepared.

It will then be necessary for each Supervisor to whom any 
of the subjects now included in the Special Section of the Security 
Index are assigned to issue instructions to the Field for summary type 
reports concerning those subjects to be continued in the Special Section 
to that these reports will be readily available for dissemination in ll 
the event of an emergency. These instructions should also provide that 
periodic reports suitable for dissemination be submitted covering the 
activities of those subjects retained in the Special Section. 

With regard to those individuals who are to be deleted from 
the Special Section and placed in the Security" Index for apprehension 
in the event of an emergency, each Supervisor, in reviewing his case 
files should determine whether reports now in the file are suitable ^ 
for dissemination. If necessary, the Field should be instructed to % 
prepare a summary type report suitable for dissemination on such 
subjects as are being placed in the regular Security Index. 

Factors to Consider in Connection -with Review: 



With regard to all subjects now in the Special Section of . 
the Security Index, you should consider the following five factors in lA 
determining whether they should be continued in the Special Section: 

1. • Is the category in which they are placed supported 'by [A 
the facts of the case? 



2« Are any members of their households in the Security 
Index? if so. are they in the Special Section? 



3* Have we ever attempted to interview the subject? vf 

4. Could we adequately cover the subject's activities during (J 
the opening days of hostilities? ^ . ' .. 

"5. With regard to the application of the Emergency Detention ll 
.Act of 1950, do we have evidence of the following: 

A. Instructions or assignment in the Espionage, Counterespionage i 
or Sabotage service or procedures of a foreign country, foreign political * 
party or the Communist Party, USA. , 

B« Any past acts of Espionage or Sabotage or participation U 
in any attempt or conspiracy to commit Espionage or Sabotage. 

C. Holding of membership at any time after January 1, 1949 i 
in the Communist Party, USA or any other organization seeking the over- 1/ 
throw of the Government of the United States by force or violence.

4« What' could the subject reasonably be expected to do 
during the first few days of hostilities that could injure the tA 
.United States and thereby embarrass the Bureau, assuming he was not- 
apprehended at the outset of the Detention Program? 

5. What is the reasonable chance of developing data sufficient ii 
to make a strong case in the first few days after the outbreak of . 
hostilities? 

Atomic Energy employees are in the Special Section because 
their apprehension must be cleared with Atomic Energy Commission representa- 
" tives in order to avoid interference with Atomic Energy work. With "Jjj 
regard to these individuals, the following additional matters should 
be considered: > * 

1, Is the subject working for the Atomic Energy Commission, 
for a contractor, or for a subcontractor? If so, where? 

2. Does the subject Have access to restricted material? (J 

.3. Does the subject have access to restricted areas? ^ 

Foreign Government employees are in the Special Section 
beoause we can only apprehend those employed by Governments with which 
we are at war,. Additional matters to be considered in connection with 
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' this category are: 

1. Is the subject secretly serving the Soviets though in the M 
employ of a nonsatellite nation which nay bo friendly or neutral in 

the event of war? 

2. Does the subject have access to classified naterial which ii 
aigfrt relate to the conduct of the war by the United States and its 
allies? 

United Nations and international organization employees are 
in the Special Section by reason of the fact that they are employees of 
international organizations regardless of their national origin,, and 
notification must be given to the Secretary of the United Nations 
• regarding their detention. 

In reviewing cases involving United Nations employees regardless 
of their national origin, you should consider the advisability of 
presenting their names «r this time to the Attorney General for inclusion (J 
in his llaster TYarrant of Arrest in order that he can take the necessary 
steps regarding notification to the Department of State and the United 
Nations in the event of emergency.

Memoranda regarding each of the subjects assigned to any 
Supervisor should be submitted no later than the close of business 
Wednesday, October 11, 1950. The memoranda should contain a recoramenda- i i 
tion to continue the individual subject in the Special Section or LA 
should contain a recommendation that he be removed from the Special 
Section and placed in the regular Security Index. Each memorandum 
should show tnat consideration has been given to each of the items set 
forth in the preceding portion of these instructions. 

Instructions to the field regarding summaries will be sent 
. after the correlated summary is approved.

Reference is being made to the present system utilized 
by the Bureau thereby the Bureau prepare the -Security Index card for the 
field division and transmits to the Divisions the Security Index card for 
filing. 

The Bureau* s axxen-Dion is oeing cajLJ.«a ou uie »uuiauaj.oj • 
granted this division by the late Inspector Gume a to utilize the color J 
card system in connection with tabbing of the cards for Detcom and Comsab. 
This office has been using blue cards for Detcom subjects and salmon cards- 
for Comsab. As a result of the system presently utilized by the Bureau, we 
cannot ooerate our color tab system. Further it is noted that the weigriu of 
the cards presently being furnished the field by the Eurcau is so lig~« as 
to make it imoractical to use any metal tab system. It^is, therefore, being 
recommended that the Bureau consider using the colored card in designating 
individuals for Detcom and Comsab. 

If the colored cards "are not available at the Bureau or 
it does not feel that it would be advantageous to use that system, ^ then it 
is bein* recommended that the field be permitted to merely circle m red 
or blue "pencil the notations "DC" or "CD" as appearing on the top center of 
the cards. In this way, the Detcom and Comsab subjects will be easily 
discernible from a check of the file. Although it is realized that it wcu^d 
take a little longer to pull the Detcom and Comsab cards by utilizing this 
system over the colored metal tab system, nevertheless, it is felt that the 
difference in tics will be so negligible as to. not justify instituting the 
metal tab system which system has certain obvious disadvantages. ^ / 

Since the problem outlined' above is an urgent one lor the 
New York Office, the, Bureau is requested to expedite its consideration of 
the above recommendation.
